York 2017. She also will be 
included in editorial features 
in the Spectrum Miami 2016 
and Artexpo New York 2017 Art 
Business News Show catalogues. 


“We created the [PLATFORM] 
Artist of the Year contest to 
empower talented artists and 
introduce their work to the 
world,” says Eric Smith, 
president and CEO of Redwood 
Media Group. “This is a great 
opportunity for emerging as 
well as established artists to 
submit their work to a panel of 
professionals with the chance 
of winning an opportunity of a 
lifetime.” 


A professional artist for 23 
years, Hong considers herself 
“a glass artist who paints” and 
has participated in group and 
solo exhibitions in the U.S. and 
France. She opened the Mary 
Hong Gallery in Grayton Beach 
in 2012 and in 2015 added the 
Shard Shop, where she teaches 
her technique ShardWorx™ 
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artwork made with glass and resin on canvas.

Hong is the proud recipient of the 2014 Artist of 
the Year award from the South Walton Tourist 
Development Council. 


“To me even if glass is broken, it is still 
beautiful, and I love how a painting can put it 
all back together,” says Hong.

Trump’s Illegal Voters Lie Is Just a Distraction

President-elect Donald Trump is a 
narrative arsonist, a firebug who puts 
tweets to tinder and ignites flaming 
controversies that lure our eyes from 
things he doesn’t want us to see. 


And it seems our presidential 
pyromaniac has struck again. 


On Sunday, the man who will soon lead 
this country tweeted a lie—a big, fiery 
one. It read: “In addition to winning 
the Electoral College in a landslide, I 
won the popular vote if you deduct the 
millions of people who voted illegally.” 


That statement is based on nothing. 
Actually, it’s based on less than 
nothing. Its origin is, roughly, this: A 
nobody Republican with zero credibility 
or evidence tweeted that 3 million 
people voted illegally; a conspiracy 
theory website reported on that tweet, 
taking it as fact; the president-elect, 
in need of a distraction, tweeted that 
information as fact with no citation, 
not that a citation would have made it 
any less false. 


Let’s pause for a moment and consider 
the staggering level of irresponsibility 
Trump showed in tweeting that lie. It’s 
akin to: My crazy uncle told me the 
world is flat; I reported that on my blog; 
the president of the United States then 
declared the world flat and banned 
boats so nobody would sail off the edge 
of the Earth. 


Troublesome, right? Yes, but don’t get 
distracted. 


Let’s ignore that extremely stupid 
fire and look at the things Trump the 
Twitter arsonist was trying to get us 
to ignore: 


1. He won the electoral college (not by a 
landslide) but lost the popular vote by 
more than 2 million votes and counting. 
That’s painful for him because he 
never lets himself believe he has lost 
anything, and that vote disparity is 
now being highlighted by state ballot 
recounts spearheaded, oddly enough, 
by Green Party candidate Jill Stein. 


The man who spent a good part of the 
presidential campaign claiming the 
election was rigged is now appalled at 


the idea of people checking to make 
sure it wasn’t. The takeaway here is 
this: Ignore Trump’s illegal-voter tweet 
and remind him at every turn that he 
lost the popular vote and by no means 
enters office with a mandate. 


2. Evidence continues to mount 
of global business ties that create 
conflicts of interest for Trump as 
president. A sweeping New York Times 
investigation published Sunday found: 
“Mr. Trump’s companies have business 
operations in at least 20 countries, with 
a particular focus on the developing 
world, including outposts in nations 
like India, Indonesia and Uruguay.” 


This web of potential conflicts “could 
create a running source of controversy 
for Mr. Trump, as well as tensions 
between his priorities as president 
and the needs and objectives of his 
companies.” Beyond that, Trump’s new 
hotel in Washington, D.C., is already 
highlighting itself as a destination 
for foreign diplomats, and Trump’s 
daughter Ivanka, who helps run the 
Trump Organization, sat in on several 
recent meetings with Trump and 
foreign leaders. 


There are also reports that the Secret 
Service may spend several million 
dollars a year renting space in Trump 
Tower, taxpayer money that would go 
straight into Trump’s business. 


Add it up and you have conflicts and 
the potential for self-enrichment out 
the wazoo. So don’t look at the tweets, 
look at the compounding concerns 
about this president’s ability to use the 
office for cash generation and brand 
enhancement. 


3. As Trump continues to fill out his 
Cabinet, concerns abound. Aside from 
picking as his right-hand man a guy 
who ran a white nationalist website, 
Trump has chosen an anti-public- 
education activist whose family has 
contributed sizably to anti-LGBT 
organizations as his secretary of 
education. And he is, according to 
various reports, torn between choosing 
Mitt Romney or Rudy Giuliani for 
secretary of state. That’s a bit like 
choosing between someone who might 
be a statesman and someone who 
might have rabies.

Once I thought I'd be lonely in this foreign country, 
but now I have a big family.

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The Beachcomber Interview 


Chris Leavenworth, Destin Harvest 


Interviewed by Charles Morgan III 


Destin Harvest is a food rescue 
program that has distributed more 
than five million pounds of food to 
local feeding programs since 2007. It 
was founded by George Landegger, a 
part-time resident of our area. 


Destin Harvest has four refrigerated 
box trucks and picks up high volume 
food donations from retail grocers 
and restaurants in Destin, Fort 
Walton Beach and Santa Rosa Beach. 
The foods are harvested daily and 
distributed at no charge to nearly 40 
feeding programs. None of the food 
is warehoused. Distributing the food 
daily significantly reduces the time 
perishable items reach clients. 


Chris Leavenworth is the director of 
Destin Harvest. 


How did you get started with 
Destin Harvest? 

Destin Harvest started out with a 
small refrigerated truck, one full- 
time driver, a part-time driver (me) 
and a director (Kim Moore). I was 
hired as a part-time driver in 2008 
when I was working as a stock 
manager at Williams Sonoma. I was 
also attending school. Iwas 22 years 
old. 


You were young. What have you 
learned? 

I wasn’t exceptionally aware of my 
surroundings or the needs of others 
at that point in my life. It was a job 
that I worked on the weekend, and 
it provided a supplemental income. 
I was naive, had preconceptions 
about the way things are, and in an 
excellent position to learn. Driving 
the truck opened my eyes to some 
unpleasant truths and made me 
think about the ones we serve. 


Without having given much thought 
before, I questioned the purpose 
of helping people who I quickly 
assumed were lazy or made bad 
life decisions. I believe people are 
sometimes drawn to simple answers 
when they are uncomfortable about 
knowing the truth. I know I was. 


What is it like out there when you 
deliver the food? 

Within the first few months, 
I was presented with a healthy 
dose of cognitive dissonance. My 
predispositions about people in need 
couldn’t reconcile with what I was 
seeing. It was not long before I made 
friends with some of the families and 
individuals that I would see on our 
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stops. Not only were these people 
not lazy or incompetent, I quickly 
realized how easily I could relate to 
them. 


I’ve witnessed the homeless make 
themselves useful wherever they 
are. At feeding programs, they are 
generally the last to receive and the 
first to help bring food in and sort 
it out with the volunteers. I also 
learned that many of the chronically 
hungry don’t have a long history of 
receiving assistance. Same goes for 
the homeless. Something happens 
to a person, or a household, that 
puts them in a position to seek out 
assistance. Nobody ever wants that. I 
kept thinking of how easily something 
like that could happen to me. 
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When did you commit to Destin 
Harvest full-time? 

After six months of driving part-time, 
I was offered a full-time position as 
a coordinator. Michael Walsh had 
taken over as our new director. We 
began picking up foods from local 
grocers, increasing our volume 
exponentially. My job was to reach 
out to new feeding programs, add 
them to our route, monitor truck 
maintenance and food numbers, 
and drive a truck five days a week. 
We were delivering food to Crestview, 
Fort Walton Beach and Navarre 
and had over 20 recipient feeding 
programs. 


Once we got the route and increased 
food volume nailed down, I built our 


first website. I realized that I was 
doing something I really loved and 
wanted to make myself as useful 
as possible to the company. I had 
worked retail and restaurants my 
whole life, and I can’t say I was ever 
too passionate about it. I had become 
so close to many of the volunteers 
and staff at the feeding programs I 
delivered to that I realized this was 
a great opportunity for me. 


Willie Hutchins, who has been with 
us from the beginning, used to give 
me a hard time when I started. But 
he really wound up being a mentor 
to me. There were at least two days 
every week that we drove together 
and we talked a lot about the job and 
life. He was one of the first people to 
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show me how little I know. He also 
taught me how to drive those 20-foot 
trucks. I’d say that he is a big part 
of how I developed as a person and 
how I approach this work. 


What are the challenges for Destin 
Harvest? 

The biggest challenge is getting 
people to understand that hunger is 
a real thing. I don’t know what it is, 
but local hunger is not something 
most people get too worked up about. 
Hunger relief is recognized primarily 
in the fall—September is Hunger 
Month. 


We need more local supporters. 
The operation cannot continue 
to grow until we can sustain the 
operation with local funds. We are 
able to acquire food much cheaper 
than what it costs for someone to 
purchase canned items. Plus, we are 
able to get perishable items that tend 
to be more nutritious than items food 
banks and pantries generally get 
from canned food drives. One pound 
of food only costs Destin Harvest 13 
cents a pound. 


What’s a normal day like for Chris 
Leavenworth? 

It can be anything from jumping 
on a truck and helping out on the 
route, meeting with a new feeding 
program, checking in on existing 
feeding programs, getting trucks 
repaired, maintenance, bookkeeping, 
and anything else that needs to be 
done. I also apply for grants when 
there is an opportunity. 


You’ve got a family? 

I met my wife Anya when she was 
working at Bed, Bath and Beyond, 
right before I started at Williams 
Sonoma. I was a mess. I lived in 
Choctaw Beach with a friend, and 
we played a lot of music and didn’t 
always pay our bills. I met her in 
the winter, and we didn’t have 
electricity at my place. I have no 
idea what she saw in me, but she 
cleaned me up pretty good. My Pop, 


Mike, told me that Christmas that 
I had better not let her go. We got 
married that spring. James, our 
son, is seven years old. Anya and I 
have been married almost 10 years 
now. 


You like your job? 

The work has been truly rewarding. 
I couldn’t ask for a better job. I 
actually am scared of ever having 
to settle for less if anything ever 
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happened to Destin Harvest. This 
job has taught me so much about 
people and circumstances. I’ve made 
so many wonderful friends from all 
the different programs we deliver to 
and the businesses we work with. I 
don’t think I could have found these 
people any other way. 


I’m also fortunate to have time for my 
own life and family. Not many people 
have that. I’m extremely lucky.

Food + Beverage > Dining with Bruce Collier 
Upstairs or Downstairs Snacking and Dining, Grayton Beach Style 


My family and I ate at Chiringo on 
a recent weekend, when the weather 
was beginning to suggest autumn. The 
restaurant is in Grayton Beach, just on 
the other side of the dunes. It occupies 
a street corner wooden structure, and 
has two stories. 


The ground floor is divided into an 
open-front counter tapas bar and 
the main bar, which has elevated 
tables and seating. Upstairs is a more 
conventional dining room, with two- 
and four-tops, plus a little dining 
alcove. The furnishing is casual and 
beachy, with wood, glass and metal, 
painted and unpainted. The upstairs 
dining room is well ventilated, and the 
staff can adjust windows and shutters 
to temper any unfriendly weather. 


The menu is the same all day, and it’s 
possible to snack or chow down as the 
spirit moves you. There are appetizers, 
a salad, sandwiches, rice bowls, fried 
baskets, a “chill bar,” and a kids menu. 
Our server Bobbie took drink orders 
and left us to make up our minds. 


We were all hungry, so we decided to 
give the menu a good run. My five-year- 
old daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner) 
found the dining room somehow very 
stimulating, and had trouble staying 
seated. Fortunately the place is casual, 
and nobody minded the two of us 
straying onto the porch to get a view 
of the Grayton scene. A strawberry 
lemonade lured her (and me) back to 
the table, where my wife had already 
made up her mind. 


We started off with grouper frituras, 
two-bite chunks of fried grouper with 
aioli and tomato-cucumber salsa. TD 
isn’t much on apps, but she helped out 
this time. The tender and succulent 
fish was lightly breaded with rice flour, 
giving it an extra crunch.

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Other starters were albondigas, ground 
beef meatballs in a tomato rioja sauce, 
topped with shredded Manchego and 
green onion; and shrimp crujidos, 
sourdough toast topped with roasted 
red pepper hummus, blackened shrimp 
salad and mixed olive tapanede. The 
chill bar offers oysters on the half shell 
by the dozen or the half-dozen, roasted 
mahi escabeche with caperberries, 
pickled vegetables and lavash, and 
shrimp cocktail with a side of pineapple 
salsa. They all sounded great. 


For the main course, TD chose a 
children’s meal of rice flour-fried 
shrimp with a fruit cup. My wife 
ordered a roasted pork butt sandwich 
with aioli, pineapple salsa, cilantro, 
arugula and tomato on toasted brioche 
bun. I ordered the Chiringo burger, two 
four-ounce patties with white cheddar, 
pepper jack, arugula, tomatoes, 
caramelized onions and a house-made 
“awesome sauce,” also on toasted 
brioche. Both of our main courses came 
with fries. 


We had arrived early, but by the time 
the apps had come the place was filling 
up, with three families (one celebrating 
a birthday) and a number of kids. TD 
stared intently at them, a sure sign that 
she wanted to go over and introduce 
herself, but she’s a leisurely enough 
diner as it is. She ate half her meal 
(with our consent Bobby had brought 


TD’s food out right away) and was about 
to wiggle away when our food arrived. 
Bobbie may have been monitoring the 
situation. 


It’s a good thing we were hungry. Both 
sandwiches were extra large—mine had 
height as well as breadth. The brioche 
buns were plump and buttery. The 
fries—shoestring style—were piled ina 
small haystack. I immediately cut my 
burger in two. There was no way I was 
going to finish it all at lunch. The twin 
patties were juicy and flavorful. The 
toppings—sweet onions, tangy cheese 
and just the right amount of the sauce 
(a blend of ketchup, worcestershire, 
spices, et. al.)—held it all together. 
Half was plenty. The fries just had to 
be finished. 


My wife’s piled-up pork was melty and 
savory, and the pineapple salsa (with 
hot pepper) cut deftly through the 
richness. She finished her sandwich 
but took most of the fries home. 


Other main course options are Chiringo 
mixed green salad (available with 
various proteins), grouper sandwich, 
rice bowls with roasted mojo pork, 
grouper, chicken or vegetables, and 
fried shrimp or chicken baskets. 


Chiringo offers one dessert—Li’l 


Chubbys, vanilla ice cream sandwiches 
made with thick chocolate chip cookies. 
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We asked for a single order, which 
turned out to be two sandwiches sitting 
on a mound of chocolate ganache. 
They’re a tricky cross between finger- 
and spoon-food. Very tasty, but I’d 
suggest you bring someone along to 
share. Like the name says, they’re Li1, 
but Chubby.

Cakemasters — Back and Better Than Ever

The first sense that is awakened 
upon walking in Cakemasters Bakery 
in Fort Walton Beach is your sense 
of smell. The sweet smells of cakes, 
cookies, and pies hits you first. Then 
your sense of sight is enticed by the 
array of cookies, pastries and breads 
arranged in the glass cases. Wonderful 
memories start to come alive in your 
mind of Sunday morning breakfasts 
of crumb cake and Danish. 


Bob Schomburg and his wife Elizabeth 
opened Cakemasters on Beal Parkway 
in Fort Walton Beach in March 1971. 
“We were living in Mobile at that 
time and Dad would come over here 
on weekends to fish,” says Bob and 
Elizabeth’s daughter Lisa. “He loved 
fishing and the Gulf. The building that 
housed the bakery was found by a fine 
lady named Louise Stone.” 


Lisa says her parents acquired only 
half of the building at that time and 
that when they opened the bakery on 
Beal, her mother found an old Coca- 
Cola sign and painted Cakemasters 
Bakery on it. 


“Everything was woods in that area 
back then. Our first customers were a 
child and his mother walking through 
the neighborhood. The child told his 
mother he smelled a bakery, and 
they came in and became regular 
customers.” 


Bob, who passed away in February at 
age 81, was a third generation master 
baker by the age of 21. Bob’s father 
and grandfather were both born in 
Germany and trained in baking. Bob’s 
father came to America in the early 
1900s and settled in Philadelphia, 
where he ran a bakery for 30 years. 


When Bob was eight years old and 
working in his father’s bakery, 
he started studying the old world 
traditional style of baking. After 
finishing his apprenticeship, Bob 
worked at different ethnic bakeries. 
He learned baking styles from different 
cultures such as German, Italian, 
Polish, French, Cuban, Jewish and 
Spanish. 


Lisa started working in the Philadelphia 
bakery when she was six. At age 10, 
she was doing the cleaning in the 
bakery, and at 14 was working for 
a paycheck. She graduated from 
Choctawhatchee High School in 
1978. In 1999, she left a successful 
business career with an international 
gingerbread manufacturer to return to 
the family business. 
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Just three of Cakemasters’ satisfied customers—Fort Walton Beach resident Linda Mubarak and kids Tariq and Fida. 


Lisa also became a master baker and 
worked side by side with her father 
making wonderful baked goods until 
his death. “He loved baking, his 
customers, and he loved having his 
picture taken,” says Lisa. Elizabeth 
Schomburg passed away in 1999. 


In May of this year, Lisa had to vacate 
the building in which Cakemasters 
Bakery had been located for 45 years. 
Bob Hope Village offered its kitchen 
so Lisa could fulfill wedding cake 
orders. Other longtime customers 
stepped up to help her in any way 
they could. 


Today, Cakemasters Bakery is back 
and better than ever. The new 
address is 105 Beach Drive, near the 
intersection of Eglin Parkway and 
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Racetrack Road behind the Pizza Hut 
building. 


“Growing up in Fort Walton Beach, our 
family always went to Cakemasters 
for our bakery items,” says local 
Marie Slade. “As an adult, I chose 
to make Cakemasters my go-to 
bakery. From birthdays, graduations, 
and my parents’ 50th anniversary, 
Cakemasters made the cake. I was 
elated to hear that Cakemasters had 
opened in a new location.” 


Linda Mubarak and her children, 
Tariq and Fida, stopped in on the 
day Lisa was being interviewed for 
this story. “I love this bakery!” says 
Mubarak. “I come here for butter 
and cream cakes and cinnamon rolls 
which are so delicious.”

Lisa says the custom-made cakes 
are the mainstay of the bakery. 
There are dozens of different cake 
flavors with almost any flavor of 
filling and icing that you want. 
“At Christmas, we sell tons of 
cookies. The ragulah cookies are 
very popular.” 


She adds that her personal holiday 
favorite is the Christmas Stollen, a 
mixed-fruit sweetbread. “I have it 
every Christmas morning with my 
coffee and sit by the tree,” says Lisa. 
She recommends that customers 
order early for their holiday goodies. 


For me, Cakemasters brought back 
sweet memories of growing up in Fort 
Walton Beach in the 1970s. Some 
things never change. 


Food + Beverage > Brew Review 
Wanna Know a Secret?

If Navarre is Florida’s best kept 
secret, then Ye Olde Brothers 
Brewery is Navarre’s. It shouldn’t be. 
This place serves up some of the best 
in-house beer we’ve ever sampled in 
Florida. No joke. 


Tucked away in a standalone set of 
buildings off Highway 87, about 10 
minutes north of the Navarre Beach 
sign and its infamous quote, this 
family-owned brewpub is a little off 
the beaten path. So when we walked in 
around two-ish on a recent Saturday— 
usually a slow time for pubs—we 
expected to see a lot of empty chairs. 
Instead, the bar was packed to capacity 
and the many dining tables, nearly so. 


It didn’t take long to find out why. 
For starters, they have a cozy 
selection of interesting wine—DeLuna 
Pomegranate, anyone?—alongside 
some of the best names in craft and 
German beer, bottled and on tap. Prices 
start at around $4.50 unless you hit 
Happy Hour from 3 to 6 p.m., when 
you'll save a buck a beer. 


Even so, it’s the house brews, made 
onsite, that really steal the show. 
Soon to be rotated seasonals included 
a well-balanced Pumpkin ale along 
with one of our personal faves, a buzz 
worthy Double IPA. Hello, 10 percent 
ABV! And the brewer promises a just- 
as-tempting chocolate stout is coming 
soon. 


We stuck to the basics with a flight of 
their staid, year round varieties—an 


IPA, wheat, stout and porter. And 
honestly, we expected to be at least 
a little disappointed with one or two. 
Navarre isn’ t exactly known for its fine 
beer. Beaches, yes. Beer, no. 


But it is now. Or should be, as these 
beers were all excellent in flavor, 
carbonation and presentation, served 
up in customized glassware set on a 
traditional wood block. The Blackwater 
Stout was deliciously earthy and dark, 
almost coffee-ish, and like Guinness, 
nitro-carbonated. Only a million times 
tastier. But then, we’ve never met a 
stout we didn’t like. 


What almost knocked us off our bar 
stool, though, was the Panhandle 
Porter. A lot of porters we try are just 
too syrupy or musky to strike our 
fancy. But as the ever-wise Goldilocks 
once said, the PP was just right. 
Perfect, even. Malty and naturally 
sweet, balanced and super smooth, it 
may be the best locally brewed porter 
we've ever tried. And we’ve tried a few. 


Likewise, the dry hopped East Bay IPA 
was spot-on flavor wise, with hints of 
citrus and spice and a finish of oh-so- 
gentle bitters that nibble instead of 
bite the tongue. Regardless of its too- 
high-to-qualify seven percent ABV, this 
could break the rules and be a session 
IPA based on its smooth, excellent taste 
and drinkability. 


With three winners under our getting- 
tighter-by-the-second belts, you’d 
think we’d have found at least one 
brew to nitpick. But no... The Black 
Bear Honey Wheat was also golden 
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perfection—smooth, slightly sweet and 
subtly hoppy. 


There was one negative to our visit. We 
went after lunch and before a planned 
dinner elsewhere. Big mistake. If you 
go, go hungry. The food, we hear, is 
as good as the brews, especially the 
smoked onsite meats and wood-fired 
pizzas cooked to perfection in high tech, 
monitored ovens. 


Nothing here is pricey, either. A large 
pizza with the works costs $14.99 and 
a cheese pie $7.99. And good luck 
resisting their crack desserts. Bourbon 
soaked pecan pie, New York cheesecake 
and triple chocolate cake, where have 
you been all my life? Right here in 
Navarre, obviously. Who knew? 


With a staff that’s beyond friendly, it’s 
easy to see why the locals flock to this 
place. And if you’re a carpetbagger, no 
worries. If you go, they71l welcome you 
like one of their own. And you should 


go.

The Christmas Video 
is a great example of this. 


It started back in the early ‘80s with the advent 
of the home video camera.

All scenes were shot while my sister and I 
munched non-stop on various fattening and 
delicious holiday food while our svelte husbands 
looked on in disgust. Finally, at the end of the 
film, we cleverly turned the camera off, slipped 
a wrapped box into view, and then turned the 
camera back on, making it look like the box had 
magically appeared. 


Christmas in

It was filmmaking at its finest, and comedy 
right on par with Saturday Night Live. And it 
was the start of a tradition. Every Christmas 
since, my parents wait eagerly for the “secret” 
Christmas video. 


Our early attempts were pretty archaic, with 
mostly ridiculous stories, bad acting and tons 
of good intentions that somehow missed the 
mark. But as technology has evolved, so have 
our movies. Now I can take clips from family 
members anywhere and include them in the 
final project. Ican grab them from social media, 
text messages, email or the cloud. I can add 
effects, voiceovers, music and still pictures, and 
edit to my heart’s content, creating entertaining 
and unforgettable illusions. 


And the beauty of living in Beachcomberland is 
we can shoot just about anywhere. We aren’t 
confined to staying inside because of nasty, cold 
weather or a lack of suitable locations. Our area 
is bustling with beautiful and fun places to stage 
our scenes. We commandeered a miniature golf 
course one year. We filmed outside in a number 
of colorful shopping center parking lots. We’ve 
been in our front yards, back yards, streets, 
parks and beaches. One year, we filmed the 
entire thing on my sister’s 40-foot pontoon. 


And you want to talk about helpful, friendly 
people? We’ve had complete strangers offer to 
film so we can all be in the shot, stand in the 
background to give the illusion of a crowd, and 
help out with cat calls from the sidelines. The 
weather and accommodating residents in our 
area just can’t be beat. 


So, what’s on the agenda for this year? It’s going 
to be a reality show where all 20 family members 
trek across the Emerald Coast looking for the 
perfect gift for my parents. At the end, they 
figure out they had the perfect gift all along...

It’s just a fire lit to hypnotize us, set by an 
arsonist who knows how to burn a narrative to 
the ground.
